OF THE 



STATE DAIRY AND FOOD COMMISSIONER. 



This report is for the year beginning July 1, 1900, and ending 'June 
30, 1901, and embraces the work of the Department for six months of the 
administration of the former Commissioner, Hon. Elliot O. Grosvenor, as 
well as that of the first six months of the present administration. 

We wish to hei*e acknowledge our indebtedness to the former Com- 
missioner and one or two of the inspectors who severed their connection 
with the Department about the first of last January for their able assist- 
ance in the preparation of this, our first report. 



POLICY OF THE NEW ADMINISTRATION. 

In general, the present administration of the Dairy and Food Depart- 
ment thoroughly endorses the Department's work in the past. We shall 
energetically continue the policy that has been so successful in former 
years subject of course to whatever change^, time and conditions may 
demand as expedient. It has been the rule to enter prosecutions as far 
as possible against the party or parties most responsible for adultera- 
tion and violation of the law. Tender this rule retail dealers who have 
acted in good faith in the purchase of goods, and have exercised the 
caution which ordinary business prudence demands, will receive just 
consideration, and punishment be directed against manufacturers, who 
are the real violators, as far as practicable. Retailers must, however, 
assist the Department with full and frank statements as to adulterated 
goods in their possession, and furnish the necessary information to 
establish the liability of the source of their purchases, or the retailers 
themselves will of necessity be held and considered wilful violators of 
the law. 

The monthly bulletin will contain from time to time notices of changes 
in laws and rulings that may be of material interest. Dealers who will' 
give to these bulletins the meagre time necessary to understand the 
Department's position as there shown need have little fear of violating 
the State Food Laws through mistake. 
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The Dairy and Food Laws of Miehigau will be enforced fearlessly 
and without favoritism; as leniently as may be consistent with the best 
results and as energetically as may be necessary to repress adulteration, 
fraud and deception. We ask at the hands of the people of Michigan 
the same generous support accorded in the past. 

Since January 1, the lack of necessary funds has greatly hampered 
the work of the Department. After paying the expenses of the Detroit 
milk cases, which were on trial when we took charge of the work, there 
was but four thousand dollars left to meet all expenses. The Legislature 
came to our assistance by passing a deficiency bill giving the Depart- 
ment |1,500 more. Four inspectors were appointed; two of these were 
unacquainted with the work of the Department and necessarily con- 
siderable time was required to educate them in the duties of this posi- 
tion. About one hundred samples of various food products were sent 
to the laboratory during this time and about thirty towns visited by the 
inspectors. Beginning July 1, the full force of inspectors will be put 
to work and with additional help in the laboratory it is expected that 
the standard of excellence established for this Department will be 
continued. 

NEW LAWS AND AMENDMENTS. 

The Legislature of 1901 enacted several new laws relative to the manu- 
facture and sale of food products and also revised the statute creating 
the Department. The yearly expenses of the Department is now limited 
to the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. Out of this must be paid 
every item of expense with the exception of stationery and printing. All 
expense bills must be audited by the Board of State Auditors. The 
annual salarv of the Commissioner is made two thousand dollars and 
those of the Deputy Commissioner and State Analyst are made fifteen 
hundred dollars each. It is expected that with the funds now appro- 
priated for the Department the full number of inspectors provided by 
the law, six can be kept at work throughout the entire year. 



OLEOMARGARINE. 

Probably the most important of the laws enacted by the last Legisla- 
ture relative to manufacture and sale of food products is the so called 
'^Anti-Color'' oleomargarine law. This law goes into effect about the first 
of September next. It prohibits the sale of eleomargarine when colored 
in the imitation of yellow butter. The law does not, as many people 
think, absolutely prohibit the sale of oleomargarine. The law provided 
"that nothing in this act shall be construed to prohibit the manufacture 
or sale of oleomargarine in a separate and distinct form, and in such 
a manner as will advise the consumer of its real character, free from 
coloration or ingredient that causes it to look like butter.'' This statute 
complete w\]] be found in the laws of this report. This law is an exact 
copy of the Massachusetts statute which was held constitutional by the 
United States supreme court in the celebrated Plumbley case (155 F. S. 
461). The court in passing on its constitutionality, not only recognized 
the right of a sta;te to enact such a law, but expressly emphasized the 
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necessity of such legislation for the protection of the people against 
fraud and deception. The following extract from the decision will be 
of considerable interest in this i^egard: 

"It will be observed that the statute of Massachusetts, which is alleged 
to be repugnant to the commerce clause of the constitution, does not 
prohibit the manufacture or sale of all oleomargarine, but only such as 
is colored in imitation of yellow butter produced from pure, unadulter- 
ated milk or cream of such milk. If free from coloration or ingredient 
that ^causes it to look like butter,' the right to sell it *in a separate and 
distinct form, and in such manner'as will advise the consumer of its real 
character,* is neither restricted nor prohibited. It appears in this case, 
that oleomargarine, in its natural condition, is of *a light-yellowish color,' 
and that the article sold by the accused was artificially colored in 
imitation of yellow butter.' Now, the real object of coloring oleo- 
margarine so as to make it look like genuine butter is that it may appear 
to be what it is not, and thus induce unwary purchasers, who do not 
closely scrutinize the label upon the package in which it is contained, 
to buy it as and for butter produced from unadulterted milk or cream 
from such milk. The suggestion that oleomargarine is artificially colored 
so as to render it more palatable and attractive can only mean that 
customers are deluded, by such coloration, into believing that they are 
getting genuine butter. If anyone thinks that oleomargarine, not arti- 
ficially colored so as to cause it to look like butter, is as palatable or as 
wholesome for purpose of food as pure butter, he is, as already observed, 
at liberty under the statute of Massachusetts to manufacture it in that 
state or to sell it there in such manner as to inform the customer of its 
real character. He is only forbidden to practice in such matters, a fraud 
upon the general public. The statute seeks to suppress false pretenses 
and to promote fair dealing in the sale of an article of food. It compels 
the sale of oleomargarine for what it really is, by preventing its sale for 
what it is not. Can it be that the constitution of the United States 
secures to anyone the privilege of manufacturing and selling an article 
of food in such manner as to induce the mass of people to believe that 
they are buying something which, in fact, is wholly different from that 
which is offered for sale? We are of the opinion that it is within the 
power of a state to exclude from its markets any compound manu- 
factured in another state, which has been artificially colored or adulter- 
ated so as to cause it to look like an article of food in general use, and 
the sale of which may, bv reason of such coloration or adulteration, 
cheat the general public into purchasing that which they may not 
intend to buy. The constitution of the United States does not secure to 
anyone the privilege of defrauding the public. The deception against 
which the statute of Massachusetts is aimed is an offense against society; 
and the states are as competent to protect their people against such 
offenses or wrongs as they are to protect them against crimes or wrongs 
of a more serious character. And this protection may be given without 
violatijig any right secured by the national constitution, and without 
infringing the authority of the general government.'' 

In several other states where a similar law has been passed the court 

of last resort in those states have passed on the validity of the statute, 

and in every case affirmed the right of the legislature to prohibit the 

coloring of oleomargarine in imitation of butter. If the supreme court

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of this State should hold the act as passed by the Ix^gislature constitu- 
tional, then every effort will be made to properly control the sale of 
oleomargarine in this State. 



BLACK PEPPER. 

Another statute enacted by the last legislature and which is of con- 
siderable concern to the grocerymen and spice grinders of this State 
is an act regulating the manufacture and sale of black pepper. This law 
provides that no whole or ground black pepper shall contain any foreign 
substance whatever. It further provides that, "All black pepper contain 
not more than six and one-half per cent ash, or mineral matter; and shall 
contain not less than twenty-five per cent starch as determined by the 
diastase method; and shall contain not less than six-tenths of one per 
cent, nor more than one and three-fourths per cent of volatile ether 
extract; and shall contain not more than ten per cent nor less than six 
and one-half per cent of non-volatile extract; and shall contain not more 
than sixteen per cent of crude fibre." 

The necessity of this law cannot be questioned. The old form of 
adulteration by addition of ground corn, rice, wheat, mustard hulls, etc., 
is covered by the general food law and has been practically driven from 
our markets, and in order to produce a cheap product to take the place 
of prohibited adulterations, manufacturers had resorted to the use of 
what are known as pepper shells. Pepper shells is the water name for 
a mixture of hulls and dust obtained as a by-product in the preparation 
of white pepper. To obtain white peper, the berries are allowed to ripen 
on the vines when they are picked and the hulls removed by maceration 
in water and subsequent friction. These hulls when ground form a 
common adulterant for ground black pepper, and there is a legal ques- 
tion as to whether their use as covered by the general law regarding sale 
food products. The standard which this act fixes is the result of many 
analyses of known samples of pure black pepper both in our own and 
other laboratories. It is expected that it will enable us to properly con- 
trol the sale of this much used spice. 



PRESERVATIVES. 

It is to be regretted that a bill introduced at the last session of the 
Legislature regulating the sale of food products containing preservatives 
failed to become a law. This proposed law required that all food 
products containing any chemicals, drugs or other foreign substances 
be distinctly branded or labeled with the name and quantity of such 
chemical, drug or foreign substance. The alarming increase in the use 
of preservatives by manufacturers of food-products is causing much 
concern throughout this and foreign countries. Medical experts are 
divided in their opinions regarding the effect of the different preserva- 
tives upon the health of the consumer. It appears to us that the pro- 
posed law requiring food products containing preservatives to state the 
fact plainly on the label, thus leaving it to the consumer to decide 
whether he cares to take such food or not, is under the circumstances a 
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very proper one, and one which no doubt would drive all preservatives 
deleterious to health from our markets. The following letter from Dr. 
A. B. Preseott of the State I'niversity, who has taken much interest in 
the question of food adulteration, explains the situation so clearly that 
it should be published in full: 

An.v Arbor, April 5, 1901. 
To the Dairy and Food Commissioner, i^tatc of Michigan: 

Dear Sir — In reply to your inquiry as to my opinion upon legislation for the object 
of requiring that any and all packages of food products containing preservatives "shall 
bear upon the label in plain letters the name and amount of the preservative used/* 
I beg to submit a statement in brief. Tliis question I understand to concern preserva- 
tives in the sense of articles that are not, like common salt, materials of ordinary 
diet, and not natural constituents of ordinary foods. 

In my opinion the name and amount of all such preservatives when added to articles 
of food, should be declared upon the label in plain letters under legal requirement. 
None the less, however, I Mieve the law should prohibit altogether the use of certain 
preservatives, and the use of undue amounts of other preservatives. The power to do 
this should lie in the Dairy and Food Department of the State, acting either under 
express statutes, or in the proper interpretation of more general statutes. The 
opinions hereabove expressed are those I have held for many years, and I give them 
freely upon request of the Commissioner of Foods. 

I may say further in explanation of this opinion that it seems to me very certain that 
each citizen and the head of each family is responsible for the use of a considerable 
discretion in the selection of food for himself and for those under his care. While 
the ordinary citizen is not a person of special or professional skill as to the effect of 
foods, it is his privilege to obtain medical advice upon this matter at any time, and 
he is in jKissession of a ceftain fund of experience of himself and his friends as to the 
effect of foods upon the body. The value of food is dependent upon digestion. The 
digestive apparatus, exceedingly complex as it is, varies widely with different individuals. 
An article of food nutritious to one person is injurious to another person. For these 
reasons it is of great importance to the vigor and development of mankind that 
individuals should be protected against the concealment of constituents of foods 
offered upon the market. Individual discretion and responsibility become impossible 
when preservatives and antiseptics, those incapable of detection by taste and appear- 
ance, are secretly introduced into food. An article of food charged with a preserva- 
tive not only contains a small quantity of the preservative article, liable of itself to 
affect the body after habitual use, but the entire food material is to some extent 
modified and altered by the action of the preservative. The very fact that the food 
is prevented from decomposition, or from certain kinds of decomposition, is evidence 
that the food has sufferetl an alteration. A food that is braced against decomposition 
may be found to be braced against digestion. At any rate, it will be distinctly different 
from food not so treated, as for instance, salted meat is different from fresh meat. 
Unlike that of this instance, however, the difference may not be observable by taste 
and appearance. The purchaser is helpless to distinguish the fresh article from the 
stale article. The full opportunity of the purchaser and consumer of food to exercise 
his own personal choice in the selection of foods is of great importance to public health 
at large, and to the vigor and vitality of successive generations of men and women. 

For these among other reasons it is the duty of the State to make the concealment 
of preservatives in foods a legal offense.

BAKING POWDER. . 

Duriag the six months that we have had charf^e of the administration 
of this Department there has been more inquiry regarding the sale, etc., 
of baking powders than of any other article of food. We wish to here 
explain that there is no special statute covering the manufacture and 
sale of baking powder as many of the other states have, and the Depart- 
ment has jurisdiction over their manufacture and sale only in so far as 
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they come under the provisions of the general law regarding the manu- 
facture, and sale of all articles of food. From these general provisions 
the following ruling has been made: **A11 packages containing baking 
powder must bear name and address of the manufacturer. Can be sold 
without formula, but if labeled ci'eam of tartar, phosphate powder, etc., 
must be true to name.'' 

At the last session of the I-^egislature, as w^ell as at several previous 
sessions, there was introduced a bill regarding the manufacture and sale 
of baking powder which required that all powders be labeled with the 
acid ingredient or ingredients and limited the amount of starch, or filter, 
that could be used with each. All baking powders are mixtures of 
bicarbonate of soda w^hich holds the leavening agent, carbonic acid, 
in combination with soda, and some acid principle, as cream of tartar, 
acid i)ho8phate, or alum to release their carbonic acid gas, and starch or 
flour to prevent the powder from losing its gas by reason of moisture the 
substances might absorb from the atmosphere. Regarding these acid 
principles there is some question as to the effect of some of them on the 
health of the consumer and medical authorities disagree on the question. 
This being true we believe that the public health demands that all bak- 
ing powders be labeled just what they are so that the purchaser may 
know he is getting exactly what he calls for. We believe this the right 
principle regarding the sale of all food products. Any food that cannot 
sell on its own merits should not be allowed a place on our markets. But 
all attempts at legislation regulating the sale of baking pow^der has 
thus far in this State been defeated by the powerful lobby representing 
the manufacture of this article. 



DAIRY INSPECTIOX. 

We most heartily endorse the system of dairy inspection introduced 
by our predecessor, Mr. Grosvenor. We believe that the necessity of 
system of insj>ection along the line of education on the production and 
care of market milk is one of the most important duties of the adminis- 
tration of this office. We can see already where much good has been 
accomplished. The old forms of adulteration by skimming and watering 
are rarely met with, but there is much chance for improvement in the 
production of pure, clean milk. In the future one inspector will devote 
his entire time to this work. 



APIARY INSPECTIOX. 

By an act passed by the last Legislature, this Department is given 
charge of the inspection of the apiaries of the State for the purpose of 
the suppression of foul brood. For the enforcement of this statute, the 
sum of five hundred dollars is appropriated, this sum to cover the salary 
and all expenses of the inspector. Upon the recommendation of the 
Michigan State Beekeepers' Association the Commissioner has appointed 
Mr. John M. Rankin, of St. Clair county, a young man of practical expe- 
rience in beekeeping and one who has made a special study of the subject 
of foul brood, as inspector. This law goes into effect July 1, 1901. 
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(Bulletin A'o. 6*^. December, 1900, E, O. Orosvenor, Commissioner.) 

As this issue of the bulletin completes the term for which the present 
Commissioner was appointed, it may not be out of place to briefly review 
the Department's operations under the administration about to close. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The system of inspections established has proven a marked success. 
The condition of every stock inspected is reported to the office, the 
adulterated or misbranded groods found and condemned being given in 
detail. By this method each dealer receives what might be termed a 
rating, he is thus brought in close touch with the Department, and when 
the situation demands is placed under strict surveillance. 

A reference to the published reports of the I>epartment will show 
a gradual but steady improvement in the condition of the food supply 
of the State. 

At the beginning of the work the mOst unsatisfactory conditions were 
found to e^ist. Spices adulterated with gypsum, red saunders, cocoanut 
shells, ground olive stones, cracker crumbs, sand, corn flour, floor sweep- 
ings, etc.; cream of tartar composed of gypsum, phosphate of lime and 
alum; jellies consisting of cooked starch, glucose and foreign coloring 
matter; artificial extracts made from ethers; distilled vinegars colored 
with molasses and sold as the product of apples; molasses adulterated 
with glucose; coffee cheapened by peas and chicory; olive oil mixed with 
cotton seed oil; oleomargarine masquerading as butter; and other fraudu- 
lent adulterations were found to a greater or less extent in nearly every 
stock exposed for sale in the State. 

A thorough and systematic inspection was at once instituted; adulter- 
ated goods when found were condemned, removed from sale, destroyed 
or shipped out of the State. 

It is today the exception to find impure, adulterated or misbranded 
food products on the markets of the State. 

In addition to a general sur\'eillance of the stocks found displayed for 
sale, the Department inspectors have in many known instances directly 
prevented the importation of large quantities of spurious goods into the 
State. 

The work of this branch of the Department is shown in the published 
reports and bulletins, but it is impossible to detail all that has been 
accomplished. Knowledge of the fact that the markets of the State are 
constantly and vigilantly patrolled has prevented the sale of thousands 
of pounds of adulterations of which no record can be obtained. 

The system of inspection inaugurated in 1897 to control and improve 
the conditions under which the milk supply of our cities and villages is 
produced and distributed, has been elaborated and is today the most 
thorough and competent system of dairy inspection to be found in any 
state of the union. The idea was first tried in Michigan and has proven 
most satisfactory to the people at large. Perhaps its greatest endorse- 
ment is found in the fact that the system has been adopted by at least 
two other states. From no work of the Department does there come a 
greater or more commendable result than that achieved with the Michi- 
gan system of dairy inspection.

ANALYSIS. 

The work of the Department eheinists during the past four years has 
given to food chemistry at least four new and original methods for 
detecting adulteration, namely: a method for the identification of pro- 
cess butter; a method for distinguishing true extract of vanilla from 
artificial vanillin; a method for the separation, estimation and identifi- 
cation of co«marin and vanillin in commercial flavoring extracts; and 
a method for ascertaining the character of cider vinegar by an analysis 
of the solids and ash thereof. 

This branch of the servii'e has been found equal to every emergency, 
both in original research work in the laboratory, and in having suc- 
cessfully contended in the courts against some of the foremost chemical 
experts of the country. 
• 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Upon assuming control of the Department the present administration 
found no court decisions in Michigan bearing on food questions. 

A growing belief was prevalent in the State that the laws either could 
not or would not be enforced. In the first cases brought the Department 
was met in court by a multiplicity of legal questions as to the true 
meaning and intent of the statutes. Other vexed and technical questions 
have arisen from time to time and the Department has been forced five 
times to seek final action in the Supreme Court of the State. 

As a result a known path through the labyrinth of legal technicalities 
is fairly blazed in Michigan and probably no state in the union is more 
strongly fortified today than is ours with questions of food litigation 
authoritively interpreted. 

Experience has proven that a strict infliction of the penalties pre- 
scribed for infraction is necessary to inspire in the minds of violators 
that obedience which the laws demand. The policy of education and 
persuasion formerly in vogue doubtless gave some results, but we believe 
that desired conditions are best produced w^hen dealers are made to 
feel that wilful or careless violation will surely bring exposure and pun- 
ishment. The policy of the present administration has been to meet 
such infractions of the law with prompt prosecution. 

Two hundred and thirty-seven prosecutions have been instituted dur- 
ing the present administration, an average of over one each week, and 
the fact that of this number less than eight per cent of the cases tried 
have failed of conviction is the best proof that the punishment meted 
was merited. 

In bringing prosecutions we adopted the policy of making the party 
defendant who is primarily responsible for the law's infraction. We 
have always held that next to guarding the interests of the consumer, 
our duty was to protect the trade of the State from the imposition of 
dishonest manufacturers and jobbers. Examination of our reports will 
show that, with but very few exceptions, in the cases brought, we have 
aimed to punish the person, if accessible, who was first and primarily 
responsible for the presence of the adulterated article on the markets of 
the State. 
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It is natural that those who have suffered exposure and pecuniary loss 
through prosecution should criticise a policy which brought about such 
conditions. We have neither excuse nor apology to offer. The preserva- 
tion of the public health and the fulfillment of trade honesty demand 
the law's strict enforcement. This we have aimed to accomplish, adopt- 
ing as our policy, that which we believed would soonest bring about the 
desired results. 

After four years of service, with no ambition to longer hold the oflSce, 
with a conscientiousness of having tried to do our plain duty, we bespeak 
for our successors the same loyal support which has been accorded the 
Department by the people of Michigan during the last four years. 
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REPORTS OF GENERAL INSPECTION. 



Hon. W. B. 8now, State Dairy and Food Commissioner: 

Sir — In compliance with your request, I herewith submit my report 
of work performed during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1901. 

My field of inspection has been confined mostly to the western part of 
the State, the same as last year, comprising the counties of Leelanau, 
Benzie, Manistee, Mason, Oceana, Muskegon, Kent, Ionia, Ottawa, Alle- 
gan, Barry, Eaton, Van Buren, Berrien, Cass, St. Joseph, Branch, Hills- 
dale and Calhoun. 

I have inspected in these several counties 508 stocks of groceries, 
located in the following towns, viz: Omena, Sutton's Bay, Provemont, 
Iceland, Good Harbor, Maple City, Glen Arbor, Empire, Burdickville, 
Saugatuck, Fennyille, South Haven, Coloma, Benton Harbor, St. Joseph, 
Three Rivers, jOonstantine, White Pigeon, Stlirgis, Bronson, Coldwater, 
Quincy, Jonesville, Albion, Eaton Rapids, Ionia, Portland, Grand Ledge, 
Howell, Fowlerville, St. Johns, Owosso, I^ingsburg, Grand Haven, 
Spring Lake, Saranac, Lowell, Fowler, Pewamo, Holland, Bangor, Hart- 
ford, Niles, Buchanan, Cassopolis, Mendon, Vicksburg, Marshall, Manis- 
tee, Scottville, Ludington, Battle Creek, Hudson, Muskegon, Northville, 
Plymouth, Pentwater, Hart, Shelby, Whitehall and Montague. 

These inspections were not made in any regular order, but in towns 
where in my judgment, it would do the most general good. I do not 
think it wise at this age of our Department to take up a systematic 
course of inspection, to the end that every store shall be inspected in 
each township or county, as no inspector would be able to cover his ter- 
ritory more than once a year and I doubt even thatl There are many 
towns and cities that should be inspected at least two or three times 
each year. I regret to say that towns contiguous to the border are found 
to contain more adulterated foods than those in the interior. The only 
reason I can assign for it, is that the border towns purchase a large 
share of their goods through foreign houses, many of whom are willing, 
or at least show symptoms in that direction, to get pure goods'. prices 
and then ship in cheap adulterated goods. A goodly number of such 
jobbers in the past few years have felt the sting of the "Michigan pure food 
hornet" and been taught lessons they have not forgotten and in their 
earnest endeavors to do better, the pure food conditions in this State, 
speaking from a standpoint in my district, which comprises the so 
called "Southwestern territory," may be said to be in exceedingly good 
shape. As an illustration, I will give you the results of three inspections 
in the city of Muskegon in the last two years. In May, 1899, I made a 
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thorough inspection of fifty-one stores and found adulterated goods in 
forty-one, leaving only ten free from that class of food products. The 
articles found consisted mostly of mustard, flavoring extracts, spices, 
jellies, cream of tartar, vinegar and syrups, the sum total amounting 
to over five hundred dollars. Among these articles were over three hun- 
dred pounds of spices and over three hundred bottles of flavoring 
extracts. In December of th^ same year, I again made an inspection of 
the same stores and found adulterated goods in only eighteen out of 
the fifty-one, a gain of twenty-three stores or forty-five per cent over the 
Maj; insi)eotion. The goods found adulterated in this inspection were 
about the same class of articles as in the first, the sum total amounting to 
less than seventy-five dollars. In March of the present year, I again made 
an inspection of the same stores, and found only three out of the fifty-one 
that had adulterated goods, amounting to less than five dollars, a condi- 
tion the grocers of Muskegon may feel proud of. I can go further and 
state, that in several of the smaller towns I have been unable to find a 
single article wrong in any store. I also find the merchant these days 
very pleasant and always ready to extend the glad hand of welcome to an 
inspector, making his work much more agreeable than in those days of 
'95 and '97, when the law was new, and every merchant had an idea his 
business would be seriously injured every time an inspector made his 
appearance. Now, they hold up both hands and say, **Let the good work 
go on." 

In the way of recommendation, I have none to make to the Department 
in this report, except it be, that if the anti-color oleomargarine law is 
to be enforced at all, it should be done vigorously and compel every 
dealer to a full compliance with the same. No guilty person should be 
allowed to escape where possible to prevent it. 

I exceedingly regret that Senate bill No. 533, regulating the manu- 
facture and sale of jellies, preserves and jams; the use of chemical pre- 
servatives in canned fruits, vegetables, or other articles of food; the 
proper labeling of canned goods and manufactured articles, should have 
been allowed to die in the hands of **The Public Health Committee of the 
House" after having passed the fienate. It would have given a better 
construction to several sections of the law, which the Department has 
been very much in need of in the past and will see the necessity for in the 
near future. In my opinion the work of the past administrations will be 
hard to improve upon under the present laws, and any commissioner who 
will keep up the pace, can retire at the end of his term, not only with a 
feeling of pride, but with a full knowledge that he has done a good work 
and his duty, even though he may have made some enemies.

Sir — I herewith submit annual report of my inspection work from 
July 1, 1900, to June 30, 1901. During this time I have visited the fol- 
lowing places: 

Alden, Antrim, Angell, Bay City, Big Rapids, Boyne, Burdickville,

Ann, Lake City, Leroy, Maple City, Mapleton, Millbrook, Mesick, Monroe 
Centre, Meauwataka, Manton, Mancelona, Manistee, Norrisville, Nor- 
wood^ Northport, Nessen City, Omena, Old Mission, Oakhill, Palo, Prove- 
mont, Petoskey, Roscommon, Remus, Solon, Sutton's Bay, South Frank- 
fort, Sherman, St. James, South Boardman, Stanton, Shiloh, South Arm, 
Summit City, Tustin, Thompsonville, Traverse City, Upper Big Rapids, 
Vanderbilt, West Millbrook, Williamsburg, Wexford, Yuma. 

I thoroughly inspected four hundred and seventeen stores in the above 
places and made seventy-two second inspections. A very gratifying 
improvement* was noticeable in the stocks inspected by me a second time. 

The approximate amount of goods condemned by me during the year, 
classified under eight heads, is as follows: 

Spices, 391 pounds; vinegar, 1,000 gallons; extracts, 309 bottles; syrups, 
2,644 gallons; coffee, 366 pounds; baking powder, 280 pounds; jelly, 279 
jars; jelly powder, 292 packages. 

To be added to this is the large amount condemned by the office after 
analysis of doubtful samples have shown the 'same to be adulterated. 
This will probably increase the amount of spices fully one hundred per . 
cent, extracts fifty per cent, others mentioned twenty-five per cent. 

One of the pleasing features of my inspection work is to find so gen- 
eral an interest shown by dealers in, practically, all cases. They are loud 
in their praises of the Dairy and Food T^aws and fully realize the valuable 
assistance. of the same in controling unjust competition. To illustrate, 
when a dealer hears of a competitor who is selling spices at, say fifteen 
cents a pound, which w^as a very common price a few years ago, he 
knows something is wTong, and a card to the Department soon sets mat- 
ters right, with a possible prosecution of his dishonest competitor. 

I desire also to mention the interest shown by at least ninety-five per 
cent of the jobbers selling food products in this State, by their co-opera- 
tion with the department in suppressing adulterations. It is generally 
conceded that it is very much easier to establish a profitable trade with 
stringent food laws, rigidly enforced; it practically doing away with 
cutting of prices by unscrupulous jobbers who handle adulterated goods. 

A traffic that requires careful watchfulness on the part of the inspec- 
tion force is still carried on^ although to a lesser extent than formerly. 
Agents from outside of the State make a house to house canvass, especi- 
ally in the rural districts, taking orders for groceries. To secure an 
order, they generally make it their point of argument that the local 
merchant is greatly overcharging the consumer and to forcibly illustrate 
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their point, quote a very low price on some staple article such as sugar 
or rice, claiming everything else handled by them is proportionately 
cheap. They are often successful in securing an order for from twenty 
dollars to seventy-five dollars worth of goods. My experience with this 
class of goods is that in almost every instance they are largely adulter- 
ated and of a very inferior quality. 

Further, the mail order houses annuallv send out thousands of cata- 
logues which set forth in glaring type their wonderful facilities for sell- 
ing goods cheap and explain the dishonesty (to let them tell it) of the 
country merchant with his outrageous prices. In reality if the same 
money were spent with the home merchant, far better goods would be 
secured at a less price. 1 recall a recent case that came under my i)ersonal 
observation. Several farmers ordered their extra fine syrup for winter 
use from such a house and upon analysis by this Department it proved 
to be one hundred per cent glucose. 

The experience of the Department throws an interesting light on the 
different methods that are resorted to by a few mjinufacturers to evade 
the law. Hardly a week passes but some new form of adulterated or 
misbranded goods are placed on the market, and it is only by the con- 
stant watchfulness of the inspection force in the field and the thorough- 
ness of the chemist's work in the laboratory, that these frauds are dis- 
covered and their sale prevented. 

In conclusion it is conservative to state that the people of Michigan 
can eat and drink of the food products sold by her merchants, without 
fear as to their purity and wholesomeness.

Sir — I herewith submit report of work performed by me as inspector 
beginning May 28, 1001, to close of fiscal year ending June 30, 1901. In 
this short period my operations have been confined entirely to Bay and 
Saginaw counties. 

I have carefully and thoroughly inspected thirty-six different stores 
in this territory, taking up thirty-four samples of. different food products 
for analvsis bv Mr. Doolittle, State Analyst. 

I have condemned eighty barrels, one hundred and forty-one pounds 
and fifteen hundred and seven packages of different food products for 
reason of being either adulterated or not complying with the law in man- 
ner of labeling. 

Most manufacturers and dealers within the State now endeavor to 
comply with the pure food laws, but adulterated and mislabeled goods 
still find their way to the different stocks and are sometimes innocently 
sold until ferreted out by the inspector. I believe that the monthly 
bulletins sent out by the department are being generally accepted as of 
considerable worth to all who handle food products and the different 
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reports contained therein from month to. month are being closely scrutin- 
ized. I find that even the anticipated call from a food inspector has had in 
a number of cases a very salutary effect, in that the store-keeper, cream 
men, etc., at once begin to "brush up'' and accept the proposition that in 
other words "pure food" means "clean food." I am pleased to state that 
while acting in the capacity of inspector, I have been treated with the 
greatest courtesy, which of course adds to the pleasure of the work, and 
almost every day I hear words of praise for the good work of the Michi- 
gan Pure Food Department. Merchants and manufacturers freely 
express their approval of the Michigan pure food laws and the enforce- 
ment thereof, although they sometimes recklessly or otherwise wander 
from the "straight and narrow path," thus incurring for themselves a 
reprimand, and forcing upon the inspector that "unpleasant duty," but 
which is necessary in many cases to effectually check further violations.

Hon. \V. B. Snow, State Dairy and Food Commissioner: 

Sir — Please find enclosed report of work performed by me during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1901, the time covered by my inspection work 
consisting only of June, the last month of the year. 

I confined my work during that period to the city of Detroit, making 
seventy-eight visits to grocery stores and inspecting their stocks. I 
found them in very good condition, no doubt brought about in a great 
measure through the efforts of the Department, the effects of my prede- 
cessors visits being very noticeable. 

I found the cause of the greatest trouble could be traced directly to 
the manufacturer. They do not seem to realize the necessity of labeling 
their products for the Michigan market in accordance with the laws of 
the State. For instance, during the short period of my inspection work 
I found a large amount of syrup, molasses, vinegar, jelly, jello and bak- 
ing powder not properly labeled, also a small quantity of artificial 
extracts and some pepper and mustard that were very noticeably 
adulterated. 

I condemned all of the above, and in conversation with the proprietors 
of the stores visited, became convinced that they take kindly to the 
requirements of the commission, as they can readily understand how, 
if all are compelled to handle pure goods, dealers will be placed on an 
equal footing and consequently business relations be made more 
pleasant.

LAWS OF MICHIGAN. 



RELATIVE TO INSPECTION AND ADULTERATION OF FOODS. 



POW£BS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER. 

AN ACT to provide for the appointment of a Dairy and Food c. l., voi. 2, p. 
Commissioner, and to define his powers and duties and fixj^'ilded. 
his compensation. 

[Act No. 211, Public Acts, 1893, as amended.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

1. (C. L., 4973.) Section 1. That within thirty days after Appointment 
this act shall take effect, the Governor, by and with the consent SmcS!"^*^' 
of the Senate, shall appoint a suitable person to be Dairy and 

Food Commissioner, which office is hereby created, and which 
commissioner so appointed shall hold his office until the first 
day of Janoary, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, 
and until his successor is appointed and qualified. At the 
next regular session of the legislature, and every two years 
thereafter, the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, shall appoint a Dairy and Food Commissioner, 
who shall hold his office for the term of two years from the 
first day of January in the year of his appointment, and until 
his successor is appointed and qualified. 

2. (C. L., 4974.) Sec. 2. The Governor shall have power Removal and 
to remove such commissioner at any time in his discretion; ^*^"°^* 
but the reasons for such removal shall be laid before the Senate 

at the next regular or special session of the legislature there- 
after, and in case of a vacancy in the office of commissioner 
from any cause the Governor may appoint another person to 
fill the same. 

3. (C. L., 4975.) Sec. 3. Before entering upon the duties Oath of office 
of his office, the person so appointed shall make, subscribe,*"***^"*' 
and file in the office of the Secretary of State, an oath of office 

in the form prescribed by section one of article eighteen of the 
constitution of this State, and shall enter into bonds with the

people of the State of Michigan in the sum of ten thousand 
dollars, with sureties to be approved by the Governor, condi- 
tioned for the faithful performance of his duties. 

4. (C. L., 4076.) Sec. 4. The salaries and expenses author- 
ized by this section shall be for the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred two, and each fiscal year there- 
after, said salaries to be payable monthly, on the warrant of 
the Auditor General. The salary of the commissioner shall be 
two thousand dollars; the salary of the deputy commissioner 
shall be one thousand five hundred dollars; the salary of each 
clerk shall be not to exceed seven hundred tw^enty dollars, and 
the pay per day for each inspector shall be not to exceed three 
dollars. The actual and necessary expenses of the commis- 
sioner, deputy, and inspectors, in the performance of their 
official duties., shall be audited by the Board of State Auditors, 
and paid upon the warrant of the Auditor General. Such com- 
pensation and expenses shall be certified, audited and paid in 
the same manner as the salaries and expenses of similar offi- 
cers. The commissioner, by and with the consent of the Gov- 
ernor, shall appoint a deputy commissioner, who shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the commissioner, and who shall 
take and subscribe the constitutional oath of office and file the 
same in the office of the Secretarv of State. The commissioner 
may appoint not to exceed two clerks for the transaction of 
the business of his office. The commissioner may also appoint 
not to exceed six inspectors, who shall take and subscribe 
the constitutional oath of office and file the same in the office 
of the Secretary of State, and who shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the commissioner. Such inspectors shall have the 
same right of access to places to be inspected as the said com- 
missioner or his deputy. The de[)uty commissioner and the 
inspectors shall enter into bonds with the people of the State 
of Michigan in the sum of five thousand dollars each, with 
sureties to be approved by the commissioner, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of their respective duties. The Board 
of State Auditors shall provide office room and the necessary 
furniture and fixtures and the necessary stationery, supplies 
and printing for the conduct of the business of the said com- 
missioner, on his application to the said board therefor. Said 
office shall be and remain in the city of Lansing.

Before entering upon the duties 
of their offices they shall take, subscribe and file in the office 
of the Secretary of State the constitutional oath of office. 
Their term of office shall continue during the pleasure of the 
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commissioner. The Board of State Auditors shall provide a Laboratory. 
room in connection with the dairy and food commission for 
the laboratory of the State Analyst and his assistant, and the 
necessary furniture and fixtures therefor. In case of the Absence. 
absence or inability of the State Analyst or his assistant to 
perform their duty, the commissioner may, with the consent 
of the Governor, appoint some competent person to perform 
the same temporarily, which person shall take, subscribe and 
file the constitutional oath of office. The salaries and expenses salaries and 
authorized by this section shall be for the fiscal year ending ®^®'**®"- 
June thirtieth, nineteen hundred two, and each fiscal year 
thereafter, said salaries to be payable monthly on the warrant 
of the Auditor General. The salary of the chemist shall be 
fifteen hundred dollars; the salary of the assistant chemist 
shall be one thousand dollars. The actual and necessary 
expenses of the chemist and assistant chemist, in the perform- 
ance of their official duties, shall be audited by the Board of 
State Auditors and paid upon the warrant of the Auditor Gen- 
eral. An amount not exceeding five hundred dollars may be 
expended for the necessary chemical supplies. Such compen- 
sation, expenses and supplies shall be certified, audited and paid 
in the same manner as the salaries, expenses and supplies of 
similar officers.

It shall be the duty of the Dairy Duties of 
and Food Commissioner to carefully inquire into the quality con^iwio"*'- 
of the dairy and food and drink products, and the several 
articles which are foods or the necessary constituents of foods, 
which are manufactured or sold or exposed or offered for sale 
in this State, and he may in a lawful manner procure samples 
of the same and direct the State Analvst to make due and 
careful examination of the same, and report to the commis- 
sioner the result of the analysis of all or any of such food and 
drink products or dairy products, as is adulterated, impure or 
unwholesome, in contravention of the laws of this State, and 
it shall be the duty of the commissioner to make complaint • 
against the manufacturer or vender thereof, in the proper 
county, and furnish the evidence thereon and thereof to obtain 
a conviction of the offense charged. The Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner, or his deputy, or any person by him duly appointed 
for that purpose, may make complaint and cause proceedings

store or laboratory, or place where they have reason to believe 
food or drink are made, prepared, sold or offered for sale, and 
to open any cask, tub, jar, bottle or package containing or 
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supposed to contain any article of food or drink and examine or 
cause to be examined the contents thereof, and take there- 
from samples for analysis. The person making such inspection

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

87. (C. L., 11409.) Section 1. That any person or persons 
manufacturing for sale or knowingly selling or offering to sell 
any candies or confectioneries adulterated by the admixture 
of terra alba, barytes, talc, or other earthy or mineral sub- 
stances, or any poisonous colors, flavors or extracts, or other 
deleterious ingredients detrimental to health, shall upon 
proper conviction thereof, before a court of competent juris- 
diction, be punished by a fine not less than ten nor more 
than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail 
not less than ten nor more than thirty days, or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

88. (C. L., 11410.) Sec. 2. It is hereby made the duty of 
the local health officer or local board of health having jurisdic- 
tion thereof to investigate without unnecessary delay all com- 
plaints that may be properly brought before them and con- 
taining facts as supported by affidavit of the parties complain- 
ing of the adulteration or sale of adulterated candies or con- 
fectioneries, and if, after investigation by such officer or 
board, reasonable cause for action is found to exist, then such 
officer or board shall at once give notice to the prosecuting 
attorney of the county in which such complaint is made, and 
make or cause to be made, before a proper officer, a formal 
complaint in writing and duly verified, and thereupon said 
prosecuting attorney shall immediately commence proceedings 
against the person or persons so offending.

The People of the f^tate of Michigan enact: 

95. Section 1. Within this State no person, firm or cor- 
poration shall manufacture, oflPer or expose for sale, keep in 
possession with intent to sell, or sell any ground or whole 
black pepper containing any foreign substance whatever. All 
black pepper shall contain not more than six and one-half per 
cent ash or mineral matter; and shall contain not less than 
twenty-five per cent starch as determined by the diastase 
method; and shall contain not less than six-tenths of one per 
cent nor more than one and three-fourths per cent of volatile 
(4her extract; and shall contain not more than ten per cent 
nor less than six and one-half per cent of non-volatile ether 
extract; and shall contain not more than sixteen per cent of 
crude fibre. 

96. Sec. 2. Whoever shall do any of the acts or things 
prohibited, or neglects or refuses to do any of the acts or 
things enjoined by this act, or in any way violates any of its 
provisions, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be punished by a fine not less than twenty-five dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars and the costs of the 
prosecution or by imprisonment in the county jail not more 
than ninety days, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court.

PEOPLE V. SNOWBERGER. 

(Opinion filed May 25, 1897.) 
ADULTERATION OF FOOD-STATUTORY OFFENSES— INTENT-POLICE POWER. 

1. It is competent for tlie legislature, under the police power, to provide for the pro- 

tection of the public health by making it an oflfense punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment to sell adulterated food or drink, irrespective of the seller's knowledge of the 
adulteration. 

2. Act No. 193, Public Acts 1895, prohibits the manufacture or sale of adulterated 

articles of food or drink, and prescribes what shall be deemed adulterations within 
the meaning of the act. Section 8 forbids any person from knotvingly offering for 
sale cheese which is falsely labeled: this being the only case in which knowledge 
is expressly made an element of the offense designated by such statute. Held^ that 
proof of guilty knowledge or intent is not essential to the conviction of one wiio 
sells adulterated food.

Long, C. J.: Respondent was convicted under an information charg- 
ing that: **()n the 10th day of April, A. D. 1807, at the city of Monroe 
and in the county aforesaid, Michael ?^nowberger did offer for sale and 
sell to Carl Franke an adulterated article of food, to wit: A quantity of 
mustard, to wit, a quarter of a pound, colored and adulterated with 
turmeric, whereby the said mustard as an article of food was damaged 
and its inferiority concealed and whereby it was made to appear of 
better and of greater value than it really was, the same not being a 
mixture or compound recognized as ordinary articles or ingredients of 
articles of food; contrary to the form of the statute in such cases 
made and provided," etc. 
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The information was filed under Act No. 193, Public Acts of 1895, 
entitled "An act to prohibit and prevent adulteration, fraud and decep- 
tion in the manufacture and sale of articles of food and drink/' 

Section 1 provides: "No person shall within this State manufacture 
for sale, offer for sale or sell any article of food which is adulterated 
within the meaning of this act.'' 

"Section 2. The term food as used herein, shall include all articles 
used for food or drink, or intended to be eaten or drunk by man, whether 
simple, mixed or compound.'' 

"Section 3. An article shall be deemed to be adulterated within the 
meaning of this act: One, if any substance or substances have been 
mixed with it so as to lower or depreciate or injuriously affect its 
quality, strength or purity; two, if any inferior or cheaper substance 
or substances have been substituted wholly or in part for it; three, 
if any valuable or necessary constituent or ingredient has been wholly 
or in part abstracted from it; four, if it is sold under the name 
of another article; five, if it consists wholly or in part of a diseased, 
decomposed, putrid, infected, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable 
substance or article, whether manufactured or not, or, in case of milk, 
if it is the product of a diseased animal; six, if it is colored, coated, 
polished or powdered whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, or 
if by any means is made to appear better or of greater value than it 
really is; seven, if it contains an added substance or ingredient which 
is poisonous or injurious to health: Provided^ That the provisions of 
this act shall not apply to mixtures or compounds recognized as ordinary 
articles or ingredients of articles of food, if each and every package sold 
or offered for sale be distinctly labeled as mixtures or comjmunds, and 
are not injurious to health." 

Section 19 makes any violation of the act a misdemeanor and provides 
a penalty by a fine of not less than f 100 nor more than f500, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail, etc. 

On the trial respondent admitted, that on the 19th day of April, 
1897, he, at the city of Monroe, this State, offered for sale and did seU 
to Carl Franke a quantify of mustard, to wit, a quarter of a pound, 
which was afterwards found upon a chemical examination to be colored 
and adulterated with turmeric, whereby the said mustard as an article 
of food was damaged and its inferiority concealed, and it was thereby 
made to appear of greater and better value that in really was; the same 
not being a mixture or compound recognized as an ordinary article or 
ingredient of articles of food. 

But he claimed that said article of mustard, so sold was purchased 
by him as a pure article in good faith, and that he believed at the 
time of the purchase by him and also at the time of the sale to the 
said Franke, that the same was pure mustard, free from any coloring 
and adulteration with turmeric or any other coloring or adulterant, and 
that no inferiority was concealed whereby it was made to appear of 
greater or better value than it really was; that at the time he purchased 
the same he asked for pure mustard and that the same was warranted 
to him as pure; that he did not make or cause to have made a chemical 
examination of the same and did not inform himself or endeaver to 
ascertain the methods of determining pure from impure mustards. 
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but relied upon the representations of his vendor and the appearance 
of the article to the eje; and that he did not intend to violate the law. 

From such conviction respondent appeals. 

It is the contention of counsel for respondent that it was the intent 
of the legislature to provide by the act that no person should be con- 
victed and published for selling adulterated food or drink without show- 
ing that he knew the same to be adulterated; that the information does 
not charge such knowledge, and the proofs disclose that respondent 
acted in good faith and in the belief that the article sold was pure and 
unadulterated. 

The act cannot be so construed. The offense under the act consists 
in selling an article intended to be eaten or drunk which is adulterated. 
Section 8 of the act shows conclusively that the legislature did not 
intend to make criminal intent or guilty knowledge a necessary ingredi- 
ent of the offense. As a rule there can be no crime without a criminal 
intent; but this rule is not universal. 

In People v. Roby, 52 Mich. 577, the respondent wa« convicted of the 
offense under the statute of keeping his saloon open on Sunday. It 
was there said: "It is contended that to constitute an offense under 
the section referred to (How. Stat., Sec. 2274), there must be some 
evidence tending to show an intent on the part of the respondent to 
violate it. * * * The section under which Roby is prosecuted makes 
the crime consist, not in the affirmative act of any person, but -in the 
negative conduct of failing to keep the saloon closed. As a rule there 
can be no crime without a criminal intent; but this is not bv anv means 
a universal rule. One may be guilty of the high crime of manslaughter 
when his only fault is gross negligence, and there are many other cases 
where mere neglect may be highly criminal. Many statutes which are 
in the nature of police regulations, as this is, impose criminal penalties 
irrespective of any intent to violate them; the purpose being to require 
a degree of diligence for the protection of the public which shall render 
violation impossible." 

Many cases are cited in that case where convictions were sustained 
although the element of guilty knowledge was lacking. Thus in Massa- 
chusetts a person may be convicted of the crime of selling intoxicating 
liquor as a beverage though he may not know it to be intoxicating.

In Missouri a magistrate may be liable to the penalty for performing 
the marriage ceremony for minors without consent of the parents or 
guardians, though he may suppose them to be of the proper age.

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Where the killing and sale of a calf under a specified age is prohibited 
there may be a conviction though the party be ignorant of the animars 
age.

In People v. Welch, 71 Mich., 522, this court, in speaking of People v. 
Roby, supra, said: "When a statute does not make intent an element of 
the offense, but commands an act to be done or omitted, which in the 
absence of the statute might have been done or omitted without culpa- 
bility, ignorance of the fact or state of things contemplated by the 
statute will not excuse its violation;" citing: 

State V. Hartfield, 24 Wis. 60. 

In the late case in this court of Walcott v. Burlingame, judge of 
superior court, 4 Detroit Tx^gal News, 17, the relator as prosecuting 
attorney of the county, filed an information against one Fred Saunders, 
charging him with being engaged in selling liquor without giving the 
bond required by the statute. The bond was fair upon its face, but one 
of the sureties, it appears, was disqualified under section 2283dl, 8 
How. Stat. The information did not allege that respondent had knowl- 
edge of this defect in the bond. The information was quashed by the 
court t)elow, and the relator asked the aid of mandamus to compel the 
respondent to reinstate the case. It was said by this court in the 
majority opinion: "It was the intention of the legislature to make the 
execution and delivery of the prescribed bond a condition precedent to 
sale,, and to require the person desiring to engage in the business men- 
tioned to assume all liability of knowing that the bond when presented 
complies in all essential particulars with the law. He must know that 
his sureties are malc^, that they are resident free-holders of the town- 
ship, village or city in which the business is to be carried on, that they 
hold none of the offices prohibited by the act, and that at the time the 
bond is filed neither is a suretv upon more than two bonds required by 
the act." 

It api^eared that one of the sureties was already upon more than two 
bonds; and the writ wa« granted compelling the respondent to reinstate 
the case. The ca^^e of People v. Roby was cited in that case in support 
of the proposition that intent was not an ingredient of the offense. 

These regulations are under the police power of the State. T*ndoubt- 
edly it was competent for the legislature to prohibit the sale of adulter- 
ated articles of food and drink. The police power of the State extends 
to the protection of the health as well as to the lives and property of 
the citizens, (renerally it is for the legislature to determine what laws 
and regulations are need(Ml to protect the public health and secure the 
public* comfort and safety. If it passes an act ostensibly for the public 
health and thereby destroys or takes away the property of the citizen 
or interferes with his libertv it is for the court to determine whether 
it relates to and is appropriate to promote such public health. Tender 
the police power the conduct of individuals and the use of property may 
be regulated so as to interfere to some extent with the freedom of the 
one and the enjoyment of the other. It cannot be doubted that the legis- 
lature intended by this act to protect the public against the harmful 
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conseqaeDces of sales of adulterated food, and to the end that its pur- 
pose might not be defeated to require the seller at his peril to know that 
the article which he offers for sale is not adulterated. 

As was said by the supreme court of Ohio, in State v. Kelly, 43 N. E. 
R., 163: "If this statute had imposed upon the state the burden of 
proTing • • • his knowledge of its adulteration, it would thereby 
haye defeated its declared purpose." 

In State v. Smith, 10 R. I., 260, the court, in speaking of the offense 
of selling adulterated milk, said: "Counsel for defendant asked the 
court to charge that there must be evidence of guilty intent on the part 
of the defendant and a guilty knowledge in order to convict him. Our 
statute in that provision of it, under which this indictment was found 
does not essentially differ from the statute of Massachusetts, and there 
previous to the enactment of our statute the supreme court had deter- 
mined that a person might be convicted although he had no knowledge 
of the adulteration; the intent of the legislature being that the seller 
of milk should take upon himself the risk of knowing that the article 
he offers for sale is not adulterated." 

Statutes in many states have been passed providing that whoever 
sells, or keeps or offers for sale adulterated milk, or milk to which 
water or other foreign substance has been added shall be punished, etc. 
Under these statutes it has been decided many times that the risk is 
upon the seller of knowing that the article he offers for sale is not 
adulterated, and that it is not necessary in an indictment under such 
a statute to allege or prove criminal intent or guilty knowledge.

The same rule that no criminal intent is necessary has been held 
to apply under an act forbidding the sale of oleomargarine or other 
imitations of dairy products, unless express notice be given to the 
purchaser.

The statute not requiring knowledge on the part of the seller to make 
the offense complete, we are satisfied that the conviction must be sus- 
tained. No case has been cited, and we are not able to find one, where 
a contrary doctrine is laid down. The act may work hardship in many 
cases; but that question is one to be addressed to the legislature and 
not to the courts. As we have said, it was within the powfer of the 
legislature to pass the act making it an offense punishable with fine 
and imprisonment to sell adulterated food or drink, although the person 
selling the same has no knowledge that it is adulterated. Under this 
statute one making sales must do so at his peril. 

The conviction is aflBrmed.

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PEOPLE V. WORDEN GROCER CO. 
(Opinion filed December 6, 1898.) 

CONSTITUTIONAL LAW-ACT TO PREVENT SALE OF ADULTERATED VINEGAR- 
COMPLAINT— REASONABLENESS OP STATUTE-DEFENSE. 

1. The title to an act reading "An Act in relation to the manufacture and sale of 

vinegar, and to repeal Act No. 224 of the Public Acts of 1889, approved, etc.," held 
broad enough to support an enactment to prevent deception in the sale of vinegar 
or to prevent adulteration of vinegar. 

2. A conviction for a sale of "fermented cider vinegar" which was not up to the standard 

prescribed by Act No. 71, Public Acts of 1897, may be had under a complaint drawn 
under section 2 of the act. 

3. The question as to whether the requirements of an act passed to prevent the sale of 

adulterated vinegar are such as to render the act unreasonable, can not be deter- 
mined by the courts and does not raise a question of fact for determination by a 
jury. 

4. Where a sample of vinegar is taken from a dealer for the purpose of testing it to 

see if it conforms to the standard required by law, it is not necessary that a sample 
be left with the dealer. 

5. A prosecution for a sale of vinegar in violation of Act No. 71, Public Acts of 1897, can 

not be defended on the ground that the person so manufacturing or selling vinegar 
below the standard has no knowledge that it is not within the standard prescribed.

Long, J.: The complaint in this cause charges that the defendant: 
"On February 5, 1898, did unlawfully sell and deliver to John T. Owen 
of Benton Harbor, Michigan, a large quantity, to wit: One barrel of 
vinegar which was not then and there in compliance with the provisions 
of act No. 71, public acts of 1897, in this, viz: That said vinegar 
was sold as 'fermented cider vinegar' and branded as such; that said 
vinegar contained less than one and three-fourths per cent by weight 
upon full evaporation fat the temperature of boiling water) of solids 
contained in the fruit from which said vinegar is fermented, to wit: 
One and fifty-one hundredths per cent of solids; and said vinegar con- 
tained less than two and a half tenths of one per cent ash or mineral 
matter, the same being the product of the material from which said 
vinegar was manufactured, to wit: Eight one-hundredths of one per 
cent of ash or mineral matter, against the form of the statute in such 
case made and provided/' etc. 
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Tht; cause was commenced in the police court, and, being removed 
to the circuit, came on to be heard before a jury. The defendant refused 
to plead, and counsel for defendant thereupon made a motion to quash 
the complaint and summons for several reasons which will be hereafter 
discussed. The court upon the trial directed a verdict of guilty, and 
the cause comes to this court by writ of error. 

The title of the act reads: '*An act in relation to the manufacture 
and sale of vinegar, and to repeal act No. 224 of the public acts of 1889, 
approved," etc. Sections one and two of the act, being the sections in 
question, provide: 

"Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact, That no person shall manu- 
facture for sale, offer or expose for sale, sell or deliver, or have in his possession with 
intent to sell or deliver, any vinegar not in compliance with the provisions of this act. 
No vinegar shall be sold as apple, orchard or cider vinegar, which is not the legitimate 
product of pure apple juice, known as apple cider or vinegar not made exclusively of 
said apple cider or vinegar into which foreign substances, drugs or acids have been 
introduced, as may appear upon proper test, and upon said test, shall contain not less 
than one and three-fourtlis per cent, by weight, of cider vinegar solids upon full evapora- 
tion at the temperature of boiling water. 

"Section 2. All vinegar made by fermentation and oxidation without the interven- 
tion of distillation aliall be branded 'fermented vinegar*, with the name of the fruit or 
substance from which the same is made. And all vinegar made wholly or in part from 
distilled liquor shall be branded 'distilled vinegar*, and all such distilled vinegar shall 
be free from coloring matter added during or after distillation and from color other 
than that imparted to it by distillation. And all fermented vinegar not distilled shall 
contain not less than one and three-fourths per cent, by weight, upon full evaporation 
(at the temperature of boiling water) of solids, contained in the fruit or grain from 
which said vinegar is fermented, and said vinegar shall contain not less than two and 
a half tenths of one per cent ash or mineral matter, the same being the product of 
the material from which said vinegar is manufactured. And all vinegar shall be made 
wholly from the fruit or grain from which it purports to be or is represented to be 
made, and shall contain no foreign substance, and shall contain not less than four per 
cent, by weight, of absolute acetic acid." 

It appears by the testimony that the defendant, a Michigan corpora- 
tion doing business at Grand Rapids, on February 5, 1898, sold a barrel 
of vinegar to one John T. Owen of Benton Harbor. The sale is admitted. 
A sample of the vinegar was taken from this barrel and analyzed by the 
Htate analyst, Mr. Fred A. Borradaile. The correctness of this analysis 
is not disputed. This analysis showed that the vinegar did not comply 
with the requirement of the statutes, in that it did not contain the 
amount of solids nor the amount of ash or mineral matter required. 

The contentions made by counsel for defendant mostly relate to the 
validity of the act. 

1. It is contended that the title to the act does not express any 
object; that the act was intended to prevent deception in the sale of 
vinegar or to prevent adulteration of vinegar, but that no such object 
is expressed in the title; and that the title is therefore in conflict 
with section 20, article 4, of the constitution of this State, which pro- 
vides that: "No law shall embrace more than one object, which shall 
be expressed in its title." 

We think this contention is sufficiently answered by what was said 
by this court in Soukup v. Van Dyke, 109 Mich., 681. There the title 
was: "An act relative to justice courts in the city of Grand Rapids." 
It was said: "The title is sufficient if it fairly and reasonably announces 
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the object and that is a single one. If this requirement be observed, the 
legislature must determine for itself how broad ^nd comprehensive shall 
be the object of a statute and how much particularity shall be employed 
in the title in defining it." 

In People v. Kelly, 99 'Mich. 82, the title under discussion was: "An 
act relative to disorderly persons, and to repeal," etc.

2. Counsel contends that the complaint being drawn under section 
two of the act, no conviction can follow; that if any violation of the 
law be found, it is of section one and not of section two of the act; 
that, therefore, the complaint was drawn under the wrong section. 

This contention cannot be sustained. It is plain from reading of 
these sections that the legislature intended that all fermented vinegar 
should come up to the required standard, whether made from fruit or 
grain. 

3. The defendant contends that the act is unreasonable and there- 
fore void as beyond the police power of the State, in that the test for 
cider vinegar in regard to solids is arbitrary, unscientific and not cal- 
culated to accomplish the end sought by the legislature, viz: To pro- 
tect the public health against spurious vinegar; that such test is no test, 
because: 

a. Said solids and ash are indefinite ingredients of vinegar from a 
hygienic standpoint. 

b. Their comparative absence or presence is not an essential ingredi- 
ent of pure apple cider vinegar. 

c. A vinegar can be manufactured which will satisfy the requirements 
of the statutes and yet contain no materials from apples or the product 
of apples. 

d. A pure apple cider vinegar is frequently made which is below the 
requirements of the statutes in solids and ash. 

e. The less proportion of solids is a proof of greater purity in the 
vinegar and of its better keeping qualities. 

These questions might very properly be addressed to the legislature, 
but are matters with which the court has nothing to do. It is not a part 
of the functions of the court to investigate the facts entering into 
questions of public policy merely. Under our system that power is 
lodged in the legislative branch of the government to determine pri- 
marily what measures are appropriate or needful for the protection of 
the public morals, the public health or the public safety.

In People v. Snowberger, 71 N. W. R. 499, it was said by this court: 
"The act may work hardship in many cases, but the question is one to 
be addressed to the legislature — not to the court." 

The question of the reasonableness of the acts found in many states 
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relative to the sale of milk below a certain standard has be^ frequently 
raised in the courts, and the acts upheld. 

In Com. y. Erans, 132 Mass. 11, the court passing upon such a 
statute, said: "The intention of the legislature and the practical opera- 
tion of this section in connection with the third section is to provide 
that it shall be unlawful to sell milk containing less than thirteen per 
centum of milk solids. This belongs to the class of police regulations 
designated to prevent fraud and to protect the health of the people, 
which is within the constitutional power of the legislature to enact." 

In State v. Smyth, 14 R. I., 100, the court said: "It was the purpose 
of the statute to prohibit, not only the dealing in milk which had been 
adulterated, but also in milk of such an inferior quality as. to fall below 
the standard named in section three. It is equally a fraud upon the 
buyer, whether the milk which he buys was originally good and has 
been deteriorated by the addition of water or whether in its natural 
state it is so poor as to contain the same proportion of water as that 
which has been adulterated." See also:

But counsel contends that the reasonableness of this act is a^ques- 
tion of fact for the jury to determine from the expert chemical evidence, 

This question is neither for the court nor the jury to determine. In 
People V. Cipperly, 101 N. Y. 634, that very question was discussed and 
decided adversely to the claim here. It was said: The defendant takes 
the broader ground that the legislature cannot under the constitution 
prohibit the sale of milk "drawn from healthy cows which in its natural 
state falls below the standard fixed by the act, unless such milk, or 
the articles made from it, are in fact unwholesome or dangerous to the 
public health. How is that fact to be determined? The court cannot 
take judicial notice whether milk below the standard is or is not 
unwholesome or dangerous to the public health. Is that to be a question 
for the jury? If so, the court must charge a jury in each case that if 
they find milk below that standard to be unwholesome, then the statute 
is unconstitutional. Evidently the constitutional question cannot be 
settled, or rather, unsettled in that way. The constitutionality would 
vary with the varying judgment of jurors." 

In the emery wheel case before us, in People v. Smith, 108 Mich., p. 
534, a somewhat similar question was discussed. It was said: "If the 
courts find the plain provisions of the constitution violated, or if it can 
be said that the act is not within the rule of necessity in view of facts 
of which judicial notice may be taken, then the act must fall; otherwise 
it should stand."

Counsel also contends that defendant was not allowed nor could it 
obtain, a sample of the vinegar in question for analysis, and was 
deprived of the right to produce evidence as to the amount of solids in 
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the vinegar,^ and was thus deprived of property without due process of 
law. 

The record shows that the defendant was not prevented from getting 
a sample of the vinegar by any person interested in the prosecutiop 
of the suit. The record shows that the only effort it made to get 
such sample was a letter written to Mr. Owen who had bought and paid 
for the vinegar, requesting him to return it, to which defendant received 
no reply, and it does not appear that Mr. Owen had any of the vinegar 
left at that time. No sample was left with the defendant by the prose- 
cution; nor was this necessary.

This statute forbids the manufacture and sale of vinegar not in com- 
pliance therewith; and persons manufacturing or selling vinegar below 
the standard do so at their peril. It is no defense that the person so 
manufacturing or selling vinegar below the standard has no knowledge 
that it is not within the standard prescribed.

We have examined the other questions raised, but do not deem it 
necessary to discuss them. They relate mostly to offers of testimony 
which the court below ruled out; and, we think, properly. 

The testimony was uncontradicted that the vinegar sold was not in 
compliance with the statute. The sale was admitted. 

The court was not in error in directing the verdict. The conviction 
must be affirmed. Grant, C. J., did not sit. The other justices concurred. 
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
